Jenge of the Antl-Mediums’ Association, 
which was the absorbing topic Wednesday 
and was dismissed in a few words by Pres- 
ident Harrison D. Barrett. who sald that 
the shallenge had “blown up and fallen of 
ita own weight.’”’ 

A delegate requested that it be explained 
who was entitled to half rates on the 
railroads, and Mre. M. T. Lon@ley, secre- 
tary, attempted to explain. 

“Any person who makes a part of his or 
her income by books, charms, seances, pri- 
vate sittings or by secular work on a 
newspaper,’ said Mrs. Longley, “is not a 
minister and is not entitled to half rates. 
But a platform medium, who gives plat- 
form readings and works to secure con- 
verts to the faith is a minister and tg 
entitled to the half rates.’’ 

This interpretation of ministers did not 
sult many delegates, who jumped up and 
clamored for recognition. G. W. Jates of 
Philadelphia was given the floor. 

“Any Spiritualist who is legaily ordained 
is a minister,”’ he said, 2nd he proceeded 
to explain that only the state associations 
of Spiritualists had power to legally ordain 
a minister. 

The national association approved the 
ordination of the state associations. he 
said, and only the ministers who were so 
approved. were entitled to ride on railroads 
at reduced fare. 

Here President Harrison D. Barrett ex- 
plained his views. He eaid that many of 
the ministers who had. been ordained by 
the state associations and approved bv the 
national arseoeciation had been “turned 
down’’ by the ralflroads because after in- 
vestigation the road officlals found that 
the ministers were getting their income 
from private sources and not from nublic 
platform readings. Thus, he said. the ac- 
tions of the railroads was in accord with 
the explanation of Mrs. Longley 
— the question was far from , ne set-

STARVING ON DESERT ISLAND. 


Eleven Men Stranded by Wreck, 
Found as Provisions Were Get- 


ting Very Low. 

NORTH SYDNEY. B. C.. Oct. %.—After 
subsisting on scant rations for several 
weeks during which they suffered intensely 
from the cold the 11 survivors of the 
stranded steamer Viking have been picked 
up from otherwise uninhabited isiards off 
the coast of Labrador by the tug Douglas 
H. Thomas. which had been dispatched to 
thelr relief. They were taken to the Hud- 
gon Bay Co.’s post at Rigolet and the tug 
has returned here. When the men were 
rescued their rations had dwindled to an 
insignificant amount of salt pork, flour and 
water and their condition was desperate. 

The Viking, with a full cargo of provis- 
fons and supplies for a lumber concern at 
Grand River, Hamilton inlet, was wrecked 
at Shag Rock, Grosswater bay, In August. 

Soon after a gule swept the wreck carry- 
ing away the greater part of her stores and 
forcing the crew to abandon her. The cap- 
tain and two of the crew sought refuge on 
@ small is'and to the windward of the 
wreck, while the other eight men reached 
an island to the leeward. A _ vessel first 
gent to bring back the Viking's crew was 
also wrecked.

THREATS OF OPEN RUPTURE 
WITH THE UNITED STATES 


Ruin Confronts Merchants Through 
Administration’s Acts — Report 
Commissioners Have Overstepped 
Instructions and Some Are Likely 

| to Be Dropped.

WASHINGTON, Oct. 20.~It is the belief 
here that President Roosevelt’s orders have 
been disobeyed or misinterpreted by the 
Panama commissioners. For that reason 
Secretary Taft is given plenary powers to 
eettle matters wpon reaching the isthmus. 

The President and Secretary Taft have 
known all along of the friction, but it was 
mot until Minister Barrett submitted his 
verbal report of isthmian @ffairse that there 
Was any suspicion that some of the com- 
missioners had been violating the Presil- 
dent's orders. 

At the same time it was revealed by 
Mr. Barrett that the Isthmianse are on 
the verge of an open revolt, with a re<« 
sort to arms, against what they regard 
the high-handed and anwarranted actions 
of the canal commission in direct vio- 
lation of the canal treaty, both in letter 
and spirit. 

The President was astounded at the 
startling news brought by Mr. Barrett. He 
@ent for William N. Cromwell, counse] for 
Panama. When Mr. Cromwel] reached the 
White House Monday evening he told the 
President the truth concerning the tsthmian 
troubles. The conference of nearly three 
hours was followed by & cabinet meeting 
and a determination to send Mr. Taft to 
Panama. 

It is currently reported that the removal 
of some of the commissioners is iikely. The 
extent to which those commisstoners who 
are slated for remova) have offended is not 
Givulged, but it is charged, that some of 
them have secretly conveyed information 
ef great value regarding prospective con- 
tracts to favored firms. 

Behind all this is tne charge that Pan- 
ama was promised a treaty with the 
United States at the last session of Con- 
gress, giving it especial trade privileges. 
This was not Gone. Instead, thé coun- 
try’s ports were practically seized and the 
country cut off from all revenues except 
the income on the $10.000,000 paid it. 

Four complaints have been lodged with 
President Roosevelt on behalf of Panama 
@gainst acts of the United States, as fol- 
lows: 

1. Eatablishment of ahsolute sover- 
eignty over the canal strip instead of 
mere use for canal purposes. 

2: Raising the prohibitive barrier of the 
Dingley tartff around the cana! sone and 
treating the Republic of Panama as a 
foreign nation so far as commerce and 
trade with the sone are concerned, 

3. Seizure of the porte of Panama and 
Colon and coliection of all port charges 
from entering and clearing veasels. 

4. Establishment of United States post- 
offices withia the canal sone, thus indi-

PRESIDENT’S TARIFF AND ,

NEW YORK, Oct. 2—The eemneding of 
Secretary Taft to Panama with plenary 
powers to quel] the trouble there did not 
come as a surprise to Wall street or to the 
export district. They have known for sev- 
era] days of the grave situation. 

Panama merchants in this city, some of 
whem helped in the arrangements for the 
revolution of last November, and who now 
bitterly resent the administration's policy 
in the fsthmus, furnished the Posi-Dispatch 
with facts which have heretofore been kept 
seoret. 

The simple truth Is that unless the Roese- 
velt administration makes impertant con- 
cessions to the republic of Panama, which 


he helped to create by the made-to-order 
revelution of Nov. 3 of last year, a serious 
rupture between the isthmian state and the 
United States is threatened. The same 
Panamans who acted in concert with the 
men alleged to represent the Roosevelt ad- 
ministration to bring about the revolution 
are now charging the Roosevelt adminis- 
tratien with gross deception and poiicies 
which, they say, promise to pauperize the 
little republic within a short time. 

Three-fuurths revenue and three-fourths 
of the trade of the republic will be de- 
stroyed, it is charged, If the Roosevelt ad- 
ministration priests in building a Dingley 
tariff wall around the canal - ae esiao- 
lishing its own postoffices within the canal 
zone, absorbing the port charges at Colon 
and Panama and eeeeterees the canal 
treaty in whatever way it ghedeses.

Be Portrayed by Many Berkeley 
Students.

WILL SPEAK THE OLD TONGUE 


Fifteen Men Will Compose Chorus and 


Render Classic Music as Special- 
ly Prepared. 


Special to the Post-Dimyatch. 

BERKELEY, Cal, Oct. 17.—The fine 
eucalpytus and cypress trees which look 
down inte the beautiful Greek theater here 
are to see something new under the Amer- 
ican sun—a Greek tragedy given in the open 
air, just es it might have been given thou- 
sands of years ago among the hills of 
Greece. 

The opening of the theater a year ago 
wae celebrated by the production of “The 
Birds,” under the direction of the classical 
department. 

It is more of an undertaking to give the 
tragedy than was contemplated, and to as- 
sist the students in this effort President 
Wheeler and the department of Gerek in- 
vited Miss Mabel Hay Barrows of New 
York te come to Califernia and take the di- 
rection of the “Ajax” of Bephocics. Bhe is 
here and the work ts well under way. 

The story of Ajax makes its appeal today 
ag much as it did when iH was played be- 
fore the old Athenians, @ years before 
Christ. It is aa follows! 


Ajax Dies 
by Own Hand. 


The arma of Achilles had been awarded, 
after his death, to Odysseus, though Ajax 
was generally considered second to Achilles 
among heroes of that day. Ajax was an- 
gry with thwarted ambition and vowed 
vengeance on the men who had voted 
against his claims. In the dead of night 
he went out to kill these foes, or at least 
the chief of them, Agamemnon, Menelaus 
and Odysseus. Athena, who loved him 
none too well, turned his blind fury against 
the cattle which had been brought in as 
booty. When morning dawned and reason 
returned he was overwhelmed with re- 
inorse and determined to end his own life. 

lie bids farewell to wife and child and 
friends, his warriors and sailors from §Sal- 
umis, and seeking a searet spot on the 
seashore buries his sword hilt in the saz, 
falls on the point and dies. His heart- 
broken wife finds the body, but before it 
can be removed Agamemnon and Menelaus 
arrive fn anger, déclaring that the body of 
the would-be murderer must be Jeft a prey 
for birds of carrion. Teucer, half-brother 
of Ajax, demands décent burial for the 
dead chieftain, and through his persua- 
sions, backed up by the unexpected ap- 
proval of Odysseus, permission is granted 
to Teucer and hie friends to deal with the 
body according to usage. The play ends 
with the funeral procession, the little child 
leaning hie hand upon his father’s bier, 
warriors and sailors following, with Tec- 
meéeesa, the stricken wife, a picture of sor- 
row and desolation. 


Ancient Music | 
Used by Chorus. 


The cherus, made up of fifteen men, so 
distinctly a feature of a Greek tragedy, 
plays an important part. The music for 


this chorus was written specially for the 
play. The composer, Willys Peck Kent, of 
New York, made a study of all the scraps 


of Greek music that have survived to the 
resent time, tncluding the famous Hymn 
o Apollo whichgwag unearthed at Deiphi 
ten or a dosen years ago. The voices are 
aucoonrpanied by a artet of clariunets, 
The rr gy won| of this drama, with its 
unity of thought and aotion, is its main 
charm. It is rich in beautiful lines and 
ce agp | in grouping. It is a master- 
piece that moves the hearts of those who 
gee it acted, even though they may not 
understend a word of Greek. 

e “Ajax” was played fimt, in modern | 
times, in Cambridge, England, in 1482, by 
university students. It was revived last 
November by ating Barrows, who gave it 
in Ch oO, with Greek actors. So success 
ful was ft that she was invited to try the 
oe experiment in New York and four 


performances were given in New York 
City last March.

The best answer the Republican organs can fird for Judge 
Parker’s clear and convining argument in favor of granting 
independence to the Philippines is denunciation of him for 
inspiring in the breasts of the Filipinos the hope of indepen- 
dence and thus promoting discontent and agitation among the 
people of the islands. Judge Parker is condemned as a d sturber 
who endangers the peace and safety of our Phil ppine posses. 
sions by talking about applying American principles to a peo- 
ple under our guardianship. 

Must we really, cease to talk of rights and liberties, of the 
sound principles of republican government for fear of disturb- 
ing the peace of our colonial subjects and of inspiring in them 
the aspiration for liberty? Are we on such delicate ground in 
the Philippines that we cannot agitate the question of treating 
them justly and of giving them rights we profess to believe 
belong to all men? Must the discussion of questions affecting 
our relations to the Filipinos and the justice of those relations 
be suppressed as treasonable ond seditious? Are we really be- 
coming Russianized by the possession of subjects whose aspira- 
tions for indtpendence must not be aroused by free discussion 
of governmenta! policies? ' 

If these are the first fruits of imperialism, what will be the 
last?

Port Perry. was an important little place 
a tew years ago. it is a much older town 
than its neighbor, Braddock, just acruss 
the Turile Creek bottom. Before the Mo- 
nongahela Navigation Co. slackwatered 
the Monongahela river there was a ford 
at this point. 

When the lock and dams wére built in 
the Monongahela Port Perry was the head 
of navigation for a time.
